1 . EMBASSY HAS EXAMINED 30 KNOWN CASES ON FIT E OF ROMANIANS

DIRECT ENTRY INTO US. FOLLOWING IS PROFILE OF THIS GROUP 
BASED ON INEORMATION CURRENTLY AVAILABLE. 

A. RELIGIOUS AND ETHNIC COMPOSITION: THIS IS DIEEICULT 
TO PROVIDE FOR TWO REASONS: 

ROMANIANS ARE RELUCTANT TO 

REVEAL RELIGIOUS AND ETHNIC ORIGINS, AND EVEN TAKE STEPS 
TO CONCEAL THIS BY ROMANIZING THEIR NAMES. JEWS, EOR 
EXAMPLE, WITH NAMES LIKE BOGDAN AND POPESCU ARE VERY COMMON. 
RELIGIOUS DETERMINATION IS ALSO DIEEICULT TO ARRIVE AT IN 
COUNTRY WHERE RELIGION, WHILE TOLERATED, IS CERTAINLY NOT

G. IN ALL BY 28 PERCENT OF THE CASES THE INELIGIBLES DO HAVE 
FIRST DEGREE RELATIVES WHO WILL BE ABLE TO FILE PETITIONS 
FOR THEM WITHIN THE NEXT TWO YEARS. A LISTING OF RELATION- 
SHIP OF INELIGIBLES WITH RELATIVES ALREADY IN US IS SHOWN
